This excludes 
any practical collision between the 
peace terms and the constitution 
for if there should be any provisions 
of the constitution in contradiction 


of the peace terms, the latter would | 


be valid legally without any chance 
for the constitution to take prece- 
dence over the treaty. 
Not Formal Contradiction. 

“Article 61, paragraph 2 (provid- 
‘ing for the admission of 
members of the Reichstag) does not 
stand formal contradiction of 
the peace terms, this fact being 
recognized by the signing of the 
‘terms by the allied and associated 
Governments. In the German count- 
er proposals to the original peace 
terms the German Government ex- 
plained, in discusing this point, that 


as a 


Germany did not desire to violate | 
the Austrian frontier, but that if 
Austria wanted to bring about a 


state of unity with Germany, the lat- 
ter could not obligate herself to op- 
pose the wishes of the ‘German 
brothers in Austria,’ for in that case 
the right of self-determination of 
peoples would 
many. 

“The allied and associated Gov- 
ernments merely recognized in their 
answer Germany did not want forci- 
bly to violate the Austrian frontier. 
Thus the peace treaty was signed. 
Article 61 does not forcibly violate 
the Austrian frontier. Rather 
everything is left to the free initia-

pay the trainmen. The year 1918 | 


/marked the passing of the excur- 
sion. 


Some years ago the railroads took 
‘off the excursion trains for the cir- | 
' cus days in the larger cities, but even! 

during the war the Government au- | 
thorized the railroads to operate ex- | 
_cursion trains to the fairs. The Gov- | 
ernment maintained large exhibits at | 


all the State and county fairs, and 
| held that the people were entitled to 
and sholud have some amusement 
and recreation during the war pe- 
riod. 

Larger Crowds Than Before. 

But in Kansas, anyway, the, ex- 
cursion trains last year were all 
operated at a loss and all the rail- 
roads reported that the regular 
trains could hhve carried the crowds 
with one or two extra cars and some 
roads did not find it necessary to 
‘operate any extra cars. But the 
erowds at the fairs last year and 
thus far this year have been larger 
than in any previous Year, and the 


indications are that the crowds at | 


the big fairs in this State during the 
‘remainder of September and all of 
October will be limited only by the 
capacity of the grounds to take care 
(of them. 
' But no more will the farmer 
gather up his family in the early 
‘hours of the morning, drive two to 
10 miles to the railroad station, un- 
hitch his team and leave it to the 
tender care of some liveryman while

tion for the bolt carrier. The safety 
bolt is in the body cap, and when at 
| “safe” locks the trigger lever. The 
| drawbar engages with the sear, and 
‘by means of a half-round pin, is dis- 
|engaged as soon as the sear releases 
the hammer, so permitting the sear 
to engage the hammer again immedi- 
ately the hammer is cocked, thus giv- 
ing a single shot for each pull of the 
‘trigger. The half-round pin has an 
|}external lever,.by which it can be 
set for single shot or automatic fir- 
‘ing, as desired. The spring tube lies 


underneath the barrel. 


The biped mounting is attached to 
the spring tube protector, and the 
legs, when released, swing outward 
and forward until in position to sup- 
port the gun. The automatic mech- 
anism is contained in the spring tube. 
The rotary magazine fits over the 
stud on top of the crosshead, and is. 
fastened in position by a lever on the 
‘right side of the body. This maga- | 
‘vine. as at present constructed, holds 
81 cartridges in two rows. The gun 
may alternatively be served by a box 
magazine, and a special plate with a 
socket for such a magazine has been 
fitted. This plate is attached to the 
gun in the same manner as the ro- 
tary magazine, so that the same gun 
will take both rotary and Sox maga- 
zines. With both types the cartridges 
are spring-fed, and there is no feed 
mechanism operated by the gun to 


cause jams. 
Gas-Operated Loading Device. 


The self-loading mechanism is gas 
‘cperated. The power obtained by the 
explosion of the charge does not act 
i directly on the breech mechanism, 
but is stored up until the pressure 
‘has gone out of the barrel, when the 
breech may be opened with safety 
and without unnecessary force. The 
power is stored in the main spring, 
which is compressed by a piston 
which acts towards the breech and is 
controlled by a catch. The piston is 
‘in a cylinder attached to the barrel 
and connected with the bore by an 
aperture. The main spring is con- 
‘tained in the front end of the spring 
tube. When a cartridge is fired gas 
passes through the aperture in the 


barrel into the cylinder and forces 


the piston rearwards, compressing 


the main spring and putting .the 
catch into engagement with the 
washer at the front end of the main 
spring The breech action is a 
“straight pull,’ having a bulk car- 
rier sliding in slots outside the body.

And yet, our artillery relied on gas for its ef- 
fect, and that was dependent on the direction 
and strength of the wind, I had to rely on the 
forecast submitted .to mie at 1] a. m. by my 
meteorologist, Lieut. Dr. Schmaus. Up till the 
morning of March 20, strength and direction 
were by no means very favorable: indeed, it 
seemed almost necessary to put off the at- 
tack.

So I was very anxious to see what sort of a 
report I should get.

On March 22 there was little change on the 
Seventeenth Army front, but the Second, 
being firmly in hand and led with energy, de- 
feated the enemy and pressed on. The Eight- 
eenth gained a considerable amount of ground. 
The Seventeenth appeared to give its various 
tactical groups too much latitude: but for this 
action of the different formations was too 
interdependent. G. H. Q. took steps to get 
the. general direction of the fighting taken 
more firmly in hand. 


The result of the situation on the Seventeenth 
Army front was that the enemy in the Cam- 
brai re-entrant was not cut off, nor could the 
opposition to the Second Army be indirectly 
reduced. The latter had been obliged to rely 
on its own unaided efforts, and had, therefore, 
not got ahead so fast as was desirable from 
the point of view of assisting the Seventeenth. 
And so again Crown Prince Rupprecht’s group 
could not gain ground between Croisilles and 
Peronne to the extent that had been originally 
intended. 

On March 25 the Seventeenth and Second 
Armies had passed far beyond the line Ba- 
paume-Combles, fighting hard all the way, the 
Eighteenth Army had taken Nesle and met with 
but little resistance. The Seventeenth Army 
was already exhausted; it had lost too heavily 
on March 21 and 22, apparently because it had 
fought in too dense formation. The Second 
Army -was fresher but was already complain- 
ing of the old shell holes. It could get no 
farther than Albert. Its left wing had been 
more delayed by having to cross the Somme 
than by the enemy.

The Seventeenth Army, which had the strong- 
est enemy in front of it, only reached his second 
line; the barrage had gone far ahead; the in- 
fantry had lost touch with it. It remained in 
this position, lying down, with no artillery 
support.

Operation between the infantry and the artil- 
lery was better. The infantry penetrated into 
the enemy's second position. 

With the Eighteenth Army everything pro-

The Eighteenth Army was still full of fight 
and confidence; on March 27 it took Mont- 
didier. Soon the enemy formed a fresh front 
north of the Somme, which was sure to be dif- 
ficult to overconie. 

In the direction of Amiens the enemy’s re- 
sistance seemed weaker. 

The original idea of the battle had to be 
modified, and the main® weight of the attack 
vigorously directed on that point. I still hoped 
we should get through to open warfare, and 
kept it in view in my instructions to the armies. 
But the Seventeenth Army could not get on: 
the Second and the Eighteenth were still gain- 
ing ground. I continued my efforts towards re- 
inforcing the left wing of the Second Army, 
and to direct it and the Eighteenth on Amiens. 

The enemy's line was now becoming denser, 
and in places they were even attacking them- 
selves, while our armies were no longer strong 
enough to overcome them unaided. (It was the 
rapid shift of the French forces westward 
which countered the plans of Ludendorff at 
this point.) The ammunition was not suffi- 
oaeem See supply became difficult. The repair 
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of roads and railways was taking too long, in 
spite of all our preparations. 

After thoroughly replenishing ammunition 
the Eighteenth Army attacked between Mont- 
didier and Noyon on March 30. On April 4 the 
Second Army and the right wing of the Eight- 
eenth attacked at Albert and south of the 
Somme towards Amiens. 

These actions were indecisive. It was an 
established fact that the enemy’s resistance 
was beyond our strength. We must not get 
drawn into a battle of exhaustion. This would 
accord neither with the stratezgical nor the 
tactical situation. In agreement with the com- 
manders concerned, G. H. Q. had to take the 
extremely difficult decision to abandon the at- 
tack on Amiens for good.

The Entente now attacked at Albert and 
southeast of Amiens in a disconnected sort of 
way and achieved nothing. On April 24, after 
careful preparation, the Second Army made 
another attempt, with the aid of tanks, to im- 
prove its position at Villers-Bretonneux: it 
got ahead well, but was unable to hold what it 
gained. 

The front between Albert and Montdidfer 
only settled down gradually. From time to time 
fighting broke out again, and the situation re- 
mained permanently doubtful. The other parts 
of the new front, toward Arras and Noyon, be- 
came quiet much more quickly. 

The battle was over by April 4. It was a bril- 
liant feat, and will ever be so regarded in his- 
tory. What the English and French had not 
succeeded in doing we had accomplished, and 
that in the fourth year of the war. 

Strategically we had achieved what the 
events of March 23, 24 and 25 had encouraged 
us to hope for. That we had also failed to take 
Amiens, which would have rendered communi- 
cation between the enemy's forces astride the 
Somme exceedingly difficult, was specially dis- 
appointing.

Notwithstanding we 
were greatly outnumbered, the German com- 
mander. while informing the main body of his 
location and the known forces opposed to him, 
closed at once with the enemy. 

Results quickly showed that he was justified. 
Our ships were outnumbered, but individually 
they were far superior. Our marksmanship was 
better and our tactical methods were of a high- 
The long years of thorough, method- 
ical training of our navy, under rigorous con- 
ditions, and pushed to the limit of activity, be- 
gan to tell against the comparatively slipshod 
methods of the British. 

In the beginning six British battle cruisers 
were opposed to our five. ’ 

When the first shot was fired the air was as 
clear as crystal and the fight opened at a range 
of 15,000 meters (about 16,400 yards). Exactly 
18 minutes after opening fire the British bat- 
tle cruiser Indefatigable was blown up. The 
explosion seemed to rock the ocean and the 
loss of life must have been terrific. As yet we 
had lost no ship and the damage done to the 
German vessels was inconsequential. It seemed 
almost too good to be trne to the German com- 
manders observing the battle.

A wireless message from Admiral Scheer to 
the chief of staff chewed that the Gegpan com-

mander fully expected to encounter the entire 
British battle fleet. Nevertheless, with the full 
consent of the chief of staff, he hastened to en- 
gage the enemy with the utmost speed. 

During the early stages of the battle the Ger- 
man fleet got into a disadvantageous posi- 
tion which silhouetted our ships against the 
sky while the British vessels were shrouded in 
smoke and haze. 

Admiral Scheer escaped from this dangerous- 
ly disadvantageous position by a maneuver 
which would have been entirely impossible to 
almost any fleet in the world, certainly to one 
much less thoroughly trained than the Ger- 
man. Under heavy fire he executed a complete 
turn about of the entire fleet simultaneously 
and retreated temporarily. 

As soon as he had arranged anew his fight- 
ing formation, he again exécuted a complete 
turnabont, simultaneously with all his ships, 
and renewed his attack upon the enemy.

(The British state their fleet was searching 
for the German vessels.

Thus were we prevented from striking the 
blow which might hate been a deciding factor 
in the war. Again fate snatched from us the 
opportunity to come to a decision with the Brit- 
ish on the sea. Had nightfall not interrupted 
the battle the result might have rewritten the 
world’s history. 


Ours was the victory, to be sure, but how 
hollow a victory, when its fruita were denied 
to va We must rest content with the thought 
that destruction which we wronght upon the 
enemy was three times the loss he tnfticted 
upon us 

(The Eritish reports of the battle of Jut- 
land admit the loss of the ships named by Von 
Tirpitz. They, however, contend that the Ger 
man losses were far greater than those detailed 
in the German official reports. The figures 
given out by Germany are as follows: Uritiah 
losses: One dreadnought, three battle cruisers, 
four armored cruisera, three small cruisers and 
12 destroyers. German loses: One battle 
cruiser, one battleship, three emal! cruisers and 
five destroyers. The British claim many more 
German vessels sunk or disabled, but detailed 
reports are not available.—Note.) |

Wounded 34 Times, He Was on 


Several Occasions Near Death 
at Hands of Bolshevists. 


Capt. Alexander C. McDonald, | 
who served in France with G Com- | 
pany, 138th (St. Louis) Infantry, | 
and who has returned -to his home, 
4568A Natural Bridge road, after | 
gervice with the American army in | 
Northern Russia, bears 34 scars, hav-| 
ing suffered 19 bayonet wounds, two | 
bulict wounds as 13 injuries from | 
shells and hand grenades. He has 
the French Croix de Guerre ree *95- | 
glan service. | | 

To a Post-Dispatch reporter Capt. | 
McDonald described the hardships of | 
ariny life in Russia, details of a 
rear-guard action he fought on snow | 
ghoes against Bolshevists, and the | 


‘plight of his men when entrapped | 


on the Dvina River by a Bolshevist | 
gunboat. 

“With several other officers, I was) 
sent to Russia last spring, mainly to} 
protect peaceful people up there | 
from the depredations of Bolshevists, | 
mind also to help feed the starving | 
population,” said the Captain. 

“Arriving at Archangel, | was put | 
in command of A Company, 339th), 
Infantry and ordered to Ustmorg, 
about 295 miles northwest. We had 
to march all the way in snow shoes 

British Emergency HKations. 

Our only food was the British 
émergency ration, corned beef, harda- | 
tack and lime juice. We remained. 
only a short time in the Ustmorg 
section, seeing practically nothing of | 
the Bolshevists, who never did any 
attacking. 

“In a sBhort time, we received a 
telephone message to return to 
Archangel to prepare to sail for the 
States, Our instructions were to 
make the Dvina River and then to 
float to Archangel on barges. 

**'The return trip to the Dvina was 
even worse than the trip up. Our 
‘food had by this time almost given 
out and our feet were in a terrible 
condition from so much marching 
in snow-shoes. 

“IT appointed myself and some 
other officers the rear guard of the 
eompany and made myself the 
‘point,’ that is, the man fartherest to 
the ‘rear. ' 

(“A party of Bolshevists. pursued 
us all the way. One day, when still 
about 45 miles from the Dvina, I 


shoes, which were cutting my feet 
terribly. I laid my rifle down and 
knelt to remove them. Just then 
the advance guard of the Bolshevists 
“ame up. I was almost snow blind 
and did not observe them till they 
were very close. Before I could 
rise; one of them kicked me vio- 
lently in the right side, breaking 
two of my ribs. Then while I was 
lying in the snow, all five of them 
jumped upon me, trampling me and 
jabbing me with their bayonets. My 
only defense consisted in kicking 
out with my snowshoes. Just when 
I had given up hope for myself, 
the remainder of my rearguard ap- 
peared and in a short time killed 
the five Bolshevists.” 
.. Winally Arrive at the Dvina. 

The company finally reached the 
Dvina and succeeded in getting 
aboard a barge, after the British 
g@nboats had chased the Bolshevik 
tieet from the vicinity. 

. “We were floating down the river 
behind a British tug when a Bol- 
shevist gunboat was sighted bearing 
wn on us at full speed,” continued 
apt. McDonald. “The tug cut loose 
and fled down the river. It looked 
for @ moment as if it was all up 
hus. Suddenly, however, a Brit- 
ist} monitor, farther down the river, 
sturted to our rescue. 

“A battle between the monitor and 
gunboat began, with our barge in 
between. To make the situation 
worse, the barge went aground ona 
‘eand bar. I saw it was imperative 
to get my men off the barge as 
quickly as possible. With another 
officer and two privates I stepped 
‘over the side and started walking to 
shore to see if the stream was shal- 


low enough for the company to ford. 
The water was icy cold. We hardly 


had taken a step before we stepped | 


into a hole about 12 feet deep. With

to the barge, but the other officer 
and private were drowned.

Yosuke Matsuoka, secretary in the

WASHINGTON, Sept. 13.— 
“Will the “Flu’’ come back this 
year?” - 

This question, being asked by 
thousands of scientists and mil- 
lions of laymen throughout the 
world, is discussed by Surgeon- 
General Blue of the Public 
Health Service in an official 
bulletin in which it is said the 
plague probably will reappear 
but not as severe as last winter. 

“Probably, but by no means 
certainly, there will be a recur- 
rence of the influenza epidemic 
this year,’’ says Gen. Blue. “In- 
dications are. that, should it oc- 
cur it will not be as severe as 
the pandemic of the previous 
winter. City officials, state and 
city boards of health, should be 
prepared in the event of a re- 
currence. The fact that a previ- 
ous attack brings immunity in 
a certain percentage of cases 
should allay fear on the part of 
those afflicted in the previous 
epidemic.

A big boost to the inmates’ finances was the re ent 
harvest. Farmers were calling vainly for help and 
wheat was flattening out by the hundreds of acres 
because hands could not be had. Ejighty-three mem- 
bers of the honor club were turned loose on honor ja- 
roles, being simply told to go to the harvest fields 
Eighty-two of these men filled their trust and returned, 
bringing a total of about $8000 in checks, which are 
held to their credit. A few who have families sent all 
or part of the money to them. Just one man failed to 
return. 

Particular attention is paid to educating the boys 
The average inmate, when he is received, has had a 
fourth-grade education. Before he can be paroled from 
the reformatory he must have completed a common 
-school education. In the last six years there have been 
but five college men received and only 10 per cent of 
the inmates have been to high school. 

A point which is being emphasized now is teaching 
each man a first-class trade, which will enable him 
to earn a good living, thus removing temptation in the 
future. Three good trades have just been added—auto- 
mobile repairing, printing and barbering. 

Two linotype machines have been purchased for the 
printing department, one for the advanced students and 
an old one, which will be torn down and rebuilt. In 
the automobile schoo] they learn all kinds of repair 
work and are able to make extra parts. The institu- 
tion has four tractors, which are kept in repair by the 
boys

other on the farm. The institution has a half section 
of first-class land and both large and small crops are 
raised. Sufficient produce is raised each vear to 
carry the institution all summer.

cannot be made to live a completely 
unnatural life in prison and then be 
expected to emerge a better citizen, espe- 
clally when he is young and has a fairly 
impressionable mind.” 

So says J. N. Herr, superintendent of 
the Kansas State Reformatory for young 
men, at Hutchinson, who has adojted reforms and 
practices of a revolutionary character in handling the 
local penal institution. Herr is a refreshing departure 
from the ordinary type of prison head. So wholeheart- 
edly does he enter into his work and so much personal 
interest does he take in the welfare of the prisoners 
that he is rapidly winning the hearts of these junior 
felons. 

A reformatory is a half-way point between a reform 
school and the penitentiary. Here felons between the 
aces of 16 and 25 are sentenced, always for indetermi- 
nate terms. A parole system that gives every man an 
opportunity to come before the Penal Board for parole 
one year after he enters the institution has long been in 
force. 


Herr is winning the majority of the inmates away 
from the old hatred for all authority and making of the 
institution a happy community. The days of gloom 
and hate, of plotting and armed guards and practical y 
no liberty, of rigorous discipline and toil unbroken 
by the little pleasures that make life worth while, are 
gone. Instead, the inmates play, sing and enjoy liber- 
ties such as are probably not extended in any other 
prison in.the country. 


When Herr assumed the superintendency of the re- 
formatory he began a close study of conditions. What 
he found can be duplicated in practically any prison in 
the country today. Men were sullen, resentful of author- 
ity and always willing to break laws of the institution 
or run away. Unnatural living conditions, Herr decided, 
ed, were causing this condition. He then outlined his 
plan of reform. He had to work slowly because the 
criminal mind is naturally suspicious and slow to re- 
spon to kindaess. 

Herr has a theory that there should be no criminals 
in the reformatory. If he finds what he terms a crim- 
inal among the inmates he speedily obtains his transfer 
to the State Penitentiary and thus frees the institution 
from the taint which is bound to make itself felt. 


It should not be thought that every convict responds 
to this kindly treatment. It is estimated by the prison 
head that from 5 to 10 per cent of the men are incorrigi- 
ble: unwilling to accept kindness or to act in such a 
way as to merit the privileges which are daily being 
enlarged. While the others are hiking outside the 
walls, playing in the yard, swimming in the lake and 
enjoying other privileges, these are in their cells. They 
are not given rough treatment, such as they formerly 
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Driving out gloom and hatred of author-

experienced, but are denied all the good things that are 
brightening the lives of the other boys. 

In the days of the dark dungeons, which have been 
abolished, of whipping posts and other common prison 
cruelties, the inmates had one hour each Saturday for 
recreation. Then armed guards were scattered among 
them, so that there was too much restraint for them 
to enjoy themselves. Now, three hours every evening 
are allowed for recreation, and they have all of Satur- 
day afternoon and Sunday. On the latter day the re- 
ligious side of their training comes in. The ministers 
ot Hutchinson take turns in conducting services in the 
chapel. These reforms, which Herr has_ gradually 
worked out, were thought impossible by prison heads a 
few years ago. They believed that a majority of the 
convicts would abuse any attempt to better their lot, 
but experiments in most of the leading prisons of the 
country proved that this was not true. 

The recreation period, unaccompanied by guards, was 
the first step taken. Next went the guards armed with 
clubs in the dining room and chapel and the armed 
guards were taken from the towers. The silent system 
im the dining room was abolished. Formerly no conver- 
sation at meals was allowed. A code of fingers was 
used in asking for food and a half-dozen armed guards 
Stood ready to curb any infraction of rules. This, Herr 
found, stayed with the boys after their parole, and 
when he tried allowing conversation at meals it proved 
successful. 

The first big boost in morale came with the inséalla- 
tion of a movie machine. At this time the Herr Honor 
Club was formed. Every inmate with 30 days’ good 
time was entitled to membership and the little pink 
cards soon became coveted. They, first of all, entitled 
the holders to attend the semi-weekly movie shows. 
Frequently one-of the downtown houses would donate 
a good film for exhibition at the reformatory. The 
first time they were ever taken outside the walls in a 
body was the occasion of the showing of a noted prison 
reform picture downtown. The honor club, with over 
200 members, went in a body, with two unarmed gua. is

in attendance. And they appreciated this trust. 

The next big advance in morale came with the forma- 
tion of a chorus. Dr. Donald Marvin, a psychologist 
at the State Institution for Feeble Minded, helped make 
singing popular with the boys. Nothing has done more 
for increasing morale than music. At 6:30 o'clock each 
evening a big song fest is held in the prison yard. 
This usually lasts for about 45 minutes, after which 
the boys engage in different sports. This work has 
been taken up as a permanent feature by J. Fuller 
lately a Lieutenant in the army, who also di- 
rects the athletic end of the daily program. He has 
injected something of the spirit of the army into these 
boys, giving daily calisthenics and conducting organ- 
ized play. 

Hardly half of the inmates know how to play, 
Herr has observed. They must be taught. They al- 
ways have been willing watchers, but only a few would 
engage in sports actively. Today games which bring 
as many as half of the inmates into the contests are 
played, and the boys are growing to like them. A men- 
tal test such as was given to the soldiers recently is 
now being administered to each inmate in order that 
they may be classified as to mentality. 

The inmates are being taken on hikes frequently and 
often go outside the prison walls unattended except 
perhaps for one unarmed guard, who acts as a guide, 
The institution has a big lake, where the boys are 
taken for a plunge. Several times they have gone 
cut in the evening on picnics, roasting “wienies’’ and 
playing games. 


“These things could not be accomplished all at once,” 
said Herr. “We have and will continue to gradually 
build up the system and I hope to see the point reached 
where the big majority can be trusted at all times;

side the walls and away from prison taint. Serious 
rule violations have practically been eliminated. We 
can do better yet.” 

An intensely vatriotic spirit pervaded the institution 
during the war. All were anxious to get into the fight- 
ing forces overseas, and 173 inmates did don the uni- 
form. The population was reduced to its lowest point 
in years during the war. Herr has heard from quite 
a number of these boys, and without exception they 
have made good. One boy that he knows of, John 
Polly of Wellington, Kan., was awarded a Distinguished 
Service Cross. 

During the war those who could not go did every- 
thing they could. W. W. Woods, one of Herr’s ablest 
lieutenants in his reforms, organized a show troupe 
and they toured the neighboring towns in the interest 
of the Red Cross and Liberty Loan drives.

Take the excellent qualities of the mother grizzly. 
As usual, we have to begin with qualifications. “Though 
gentle and patient,’’ explains Mr. Mills, “the grizzly 
mother uses a limited amount of cuffing and spanking 
with the cubs, especially if they are in danger. Cross- 
ing the mountains one stormy spring day, 1 beheld a

Playfulness and great intelligence make the griz- 
zly cub a charming pet. They are not difficult to raise. 
We are told of a greyhound mother being induced to 
suckle an infant cub. Shoes were devised for the cub 
to protect the maternal greyhound from her foster- 
child’s claws. 

“While visiting the Blackfeet Indians,” narrates Mr. 
Mills, “I saw a young Indian woman nursing two baby 
grizzly bears. The mother grizzly had been killed a

The grizzly is filled with a vast fund of curiosity.

The sliding of the otters at play 
appears to interest him.’ Once I was enjoying the play 
of a number of beavers. A grizzly watched them from 
the edge of the woods and then came out and sat on the 


grizzly bear emerging from the gloom only a few ay or two before and the cubs taken dam, where he could better see 
yards away. Close behind her were two small cubs. from the den. They ‘were little bits them. 


Mother grizzly, as much surprised as I, instantly re- 
treated. With an impatient expression and a growl of 
anger she wheeled quickly about and boxed the cubs 
right and left, like a nervous mother. Urged on with 
spanks from behind, the youngsters turned back in the 
direction from which they had come.” 

“A mother grizzly with two young cubs stopped by 
a tree to dig out mice. In the midst of her digging 
the mother grizzly caught a faint scent of me, and in- 
stantiy was all concentration. On tiptoe, motionless 
as a statue, she stood looking, listening and gathering 
information with her nostrils. Then she relaxed and 
dropped on all fours, and seemed uncertain. One of 
the cubs concluded to suckle. Instantly the mother 
knocked him headlong with a sideswing of her left 
forepaw. Such thoughtlessness in the face of danger 
was evidently too much to be excused. 

“The little cub landed some yards away, tumbling 
heels over head. He showed no surprise, in fact pre- 
tended that this was part of his plan. The instant he 
rolled on his feet he sniffed the earth eagerly, as though 
he had made a remarkable discovery, and started to 
dig. : 

“It is ever a joy to watch a grizzly and her chil- 
dren. A mother grizzly crossing a lake just south of 
Lone’s Peak swam low in the water with a cub sitting 
contentedly on her back. She came directly. toward 
shore, where I was standing concealed behind trees I! 
threw a stone into the water close to her. Wheeling 
about like lightning, mother grizzly started at ful! 
speed for the further shore. The cub tipped over into 
the water, but hastily took a tail hold and was towed 
rapidly away. 

“Comical and cunning the cubs appear as they mimic 
the mother. When she stands up with forepaws 
against her breast, looking intently into the distance, 
the cubs stand up with their paws upon their breasts 
and look in the same direction. The cubs walk up to 
a spot where the mother has been sniffing and dig- 
ging, and there sniff and dig. If the mother reaches 


of warm, pink life, scantily covered 
with hair.

I caught sight of a cub peeping not 30 feet away. Then 
another frightened cub face appeared. 


“After hesitating for a moment, both cubs came out 
and stood looking intently toward their dead mother. 
They took a‘few steps toward us, and then hastily re- 
treated toward the rocks. Evidently their mother had 
trained them to stay wherever she had left them. But 
they had waited long, and whimpered very much like 
hungry, forsaken children. They could scent their 
mother and see her, too, and were too hungry and 
lonesome to endure without her longer. Again they 
started slowly toward us. When very near they paused, 
rose on their hind legs and looked intently at us and in 
wonder and longing at their lifeless mother. Then they 
went to her. One little cub sniffed in a bewildered, 
puzzied way over her cold, still 
body. He gently stroked her fur 
with his paw and then sat down and 
began to whimper and cry. 


“The other little cub stood looking 
with awe into his mather’s move- 
less face, but at, last shook off his 
fright and smelled her bloody head.

of the legend of grizzlies’ audacious 
and terrible nature began with the 
accounts written of the Lewis and 
Clark expedition. Unfortunate, 
avers Mr. Mills. It is leading to 
the final extermination of-the griz- 
ziy—now almost complete. 

Enos A. Mills, who thus seeks to place the grizzly 
in an entirely different light from the accepted stand- 
ard, is regarded as one of the most noted authorities 
on the wild animal life of the Rockies, and his recent 
offering on the bear lore has attracted wilespread at- 
tention from the naturalists. It is admitted that no 
student of the far western animal life is better quali- 
fied to speak with decision on the virtues and vices 
of the American species of bruin than this s‘udent, 
writer and guide. Mills was born near Kansas City 
on the Kansas side of the line, 49 years ago and at 
the age of 16 established a cabin home near Long's 
Peak, Colorado, for the purpose of exploring the coun- 
try in nis own way. This consisted of going about on 
foot without firearms, which was considered a rather 
hazardous program at that time. 

He climbed this peak no fewer than 250 times and 
in his cabin employed much of his time writing arti- 
cles on the preservation of wild birds, flowers and 
scenery. He also delivered many lectures urging the 
establishment of natural parks.

LD things are refining in their influ- 
ence (li ewise old people), yet there are 
some in St. Louis today who favor demo- 
lition of the old courthouse at Broadway 
and Mar et street. And this in face of 
the fact that thousands of people of the 
United States journey to Europe every 

year to see old things and return home impressed with 

the value of preserving them. 

That the old courthouse is inadequate for court pur- 
poses today is beyond dispute. But what to do with 
it is another question. Many persons favor taking it 
down stone by stone and re-erecting it in one of the 
city parks. Some suggest that it be thrown into the 
river, but they seem few in number. 

The building’ stands on city block No. 1, bounded 
bs Broadway, Fourth, Market and Chestnut streets. 
The lot was donated to the City of St. Louis by Pierre 
Chouteau and J. B. C. Lucas, with a proviso in the 
deed that the ground should always be used for court- 
house purposes or revert to the heirs of the donors. 

This might prove a stumbling block to removing the 
old building, unless it were replaced by a new one. 
Perhaps the site is out of date for’a courthouse. But 
even this difficulty could be obviated, those who favor 
retaining it argue, by allowing the old building to re- 
main where it is to house the Probate Court and some 
or all of the justice courts, using the remainder fon 
ruseum purposes. 

So many inaccuracies have gained circulation about 
the old courthouse that perhaps a story as true as it 
can be told by the present generation is not out of 
place. It was not “built,” it was evolved, and the evo- 
lution began in 1839 and ended in 18'2,:a period of 29 
years. The architects were Henry Singleton, William 
Twombley, Robert S. Mitchell, Thomas D. P. Lanham, 
William Rumbold and Thomas Walsh, who was the 
last architect in charge of the dome. A building for- 
merly stood on the lot, completed in 1833, but demol- 
ished soon after because it was inadequate to the needs 
of the growing city. 

Perhaps the most admired part of the building now 
standing is the dome, which was designed .by Rum- 
bold. Few persons, however, know that there has been 
more than one dome on the building. The first was a 
low dome, as shown in an accompanying picture. The 
building was never completed. The picture was 
made from a drawing. 

The second dome is shown in another picture. By 
the time it reached the height shown fear was ex- 
pressed that it would tumble down, so it was torn down 
and the present dome erected. The building as shown 
in that picture is virtually as it stands today, with 
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Tie first dome planned for the present Court House.

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virtually as it stands today, surmounted by the Rumbold dome. 


The Fourth street wing shown in the ftore- 
ground, with its semi-circular porch, is part 
of the first building that stood on the lot. 
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The design shown in this picture 


never was completed. The plans were by Singleton. 
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the exception that Walsh, the last architect, stopped up 
the architect's lantern crowning the dome with leaded 
glass. 

The building represents a Greek cross. One photo- 
graph shows the structure in three stages of construc- 
tion. It was taken from Fourth and Chestnut streets. 
It shows the Broadway wing complete as it stands to- 
day. The Market and Chestnut street wings had not 
been started and the Fourth street wing, with its 
semi-circular porch, is a part of the old building which 
formerly stood on the block. The roof seems to be 
about three feet lower than the roof of the present 
building. 

On this semi-circular porch slaves were sold. In 
fact, slaves were sold at all four entrances to the build- 
ing. But the Fourth street entrance always was the 
niart for sales Perhaps adjournments were taken 
from the Fourth street entrance to other entrances of 
the building because of the noise of the hammer and 
chisel in the erection of the building over the .period 
o| 24 years 

There may be a question that slaves ever were sold 
ou the Fourth street porch as it stands today. Edmond 
I’ Walsh, a clerk in the courthouse for 54 consecutive 
vears, was authority for this statement. Walsh began 
his career in the courthouse on Nov. 4, 1856. He died 
Oct. 14, 1909, while chief of the records department, 
\Valsh always insisted that slaves never were sold on 
tle Fourth street porch as it stands today. They were 
sold on the semi-circular porch of the first courthouse, 
on a wooden platform at the Fourth street entrance to 
the building, before the present stone porch, with its 
simple Doric columns, was built, and on the ground 
iu front of the Fourth street entrance, but the porch as 
it now stands was not erected until the summer of 
1862, and it is quite likely that the selling of slaves 
ceased before that time 

The interior of the building is a thing of beauty, 
The floor is almost archai#. The bottom columns sup- 
porting the dome are the simplest form of the Dorie, 
Above these are the lonic. Still above these are the 
Corinthian, then the composite, just as they came into 
use in architecture. 

The paintings in the dome are by Carl Weimar, a 
painter of Wild Western scenes who attained national 
fame. One of his paintings is said to have sold for 
$10,000. There are several in the Art Museum in For- 
est Park. The most highly prized paintings in the old 
ecurthouse are the four oval panels over the Broadway, 
Fourth. Market and Chestnut street wings. 

The one in the Fourth street wing represents La- 
clede Janding at the foot of what is now Walnut street
